American Price Rigidly Regulated 
by United States Food 
Administration. 

CONSUMERS HERE PAY 9c. 


Sugar Cost 39 Cents a Pound During 
Civil War—Refiners' Profits 
Now Curtailed. 

Sugar la selling today throughout 
America at from 8',4 to 0 cents a 
pound to the consumer, even though 
there Is a world shortage which has 
reduced this nation's sugar allotment 
to 70 per cent, of normal. 

Through the efforts of the United 
States food administration the sugar 
market has been regulated as far as 
the producer, refiner and wholesaler 
la concerned. The food administration 
has no power to regulate retail prices 
except by public opinion. Even though 
more than 85,000 tons of sugar have 
been shipped to France In the last 
four mouths the retnll grocer's sugar 
pride Is around 8 to 8*4 cents. Me 
should sell this sugnr at 814 to 9 
cents, the food administration believes, 
and asks the American housewife to 
pay no more than this amount. 

Last August when the food admin¬ 
istration was organized the price of 
sugar rose suddenly to 11 cents u 
pound. During the Civil War sugar 
cost the consumer 35 cents a pound. 
By regulation of the sugar market and 
reducing the price to 8V4 and 9 cents 
and keeping It from advancing to 20 
cents the food administration tins sav¬ 
ed the American public at least $180,- 
000.000 In four months, nccbrdlng to 
a statement made by Herbert Hoover 
the other day 

"It Is our stern duty to feed the al 
lies, to maintain their health and 
■trength at any cost to ourselves," 
Mr. Hoover declared. "There tins not 
been, nor will he as we see It, enough 
sugnr for even their present meagre 
and depressing ration unless they send 
ships to remote markets for It. If we 
In our greed nnd gluttony force them 
either to furthe’r reduce their rntlon 
or to send these ships we will have 
done damage to our nbilltles to win 
this war. 

“If we send the ships to Java 
for 250,000 tons of sugar next year 
we will have necessitated the em¬ 
ployment of eleven extra ships for 
one year. These ships—If used in 
transporting troops—would take 
150,000 to 200,000 men to France.” 

Reason for World Shortage. 

As Mr. Hoover pointed out, the 
United States, Canada and England 
were sugar Importing countries before 
the war, while France nml Italy were 
very nearly self supporting. The main 
sources of the world's sugar supply 
was Germany and neighboring powers, 
the West Indies and the Fast Indies. 

German sugar is no longer available, 
as It Is used entirely In Germany, 
which also absorbs sugnr of surround¬ 
ing countries. 

England can 110 longer buy 1,400,000 
long tons of sugar each year from 
Germany. The French sugar produc¬ 
tion hns dropped from 750.000 to 210,- 
000 tons. The Italian production has 
fallen from 210,000 tons to 75,000 tons. 
Thus three countries were thrown 
Upon East nnd West Indian sources 
for 1,925,000 tons annually to maintain 
their normal consumption. 

Because of the world's shipping 
shortage the allied nations started 
drawing on the West Indies for sugar; 
East Indian sugar took three Hines 
the number of ships, since the dis¬ 
tance was three times ns great. Sud¬ 
denly the west was called on to fur¬ 
nish and did furnish 1,420,000 font* of 
sugar to Europe when 300,000 tons a 
year was the pre-war demand. The 
allies had drawn from Java 400,000 
tons before the shipping situation be¬ 
came acute. 

"In spite of these si Salients," Mr. 
Hoover slated the other day, "the 
English government in August reduced 
the household sugar rutlon to a basis 
of 24 pounds per annum per capita. 
And In September the French govern¬ 
ment reduced their household ration 
to 13 2-10 pounds 11 year, or a bit over 
1 pound of sugar a month. Even this 
meagre ration could not he (tiled by 
the French government It was found 
early In the fall. America was then 
asked for 100,000 tons of sugar and 
succeeded In sending 85,000 tons by 
December 1. The French request wns 
granted because the American house¬ 
hold consumption wns then at least 55 
pounds per person, and It was consid¬ 
ered the duty of maintaining the 
French mornle made our course clear." 

Today the sugar situation may 
oe summarized by stating that If 
America will reduce Its sugar con¬ 
sumption 10 to 15 per cent, this 
nation will be able to tend 200,000 
more soldiers to France. 

Sugar today sells ut seaboard re¬ 
fineries at $7.25 u hundred pounds. 
The wholesale grocer has agreed to 
limit his profit to 25 cents n hundred 
plus freight, and the retail grocer Is 
supposed to take no more than 50 cents 
a hundred pounds profit This regu¬ 
lation was made by the food adminis¬ 
tration, which now asks (lie housewife 
to reduce sugar consumption ns much 
as possible, using other sweeteners, 
and also reminds her that she should 
-jjay no more than 9 cents a pound for 
sugar. 

Control of Cane Refiners’ Profits. 

“Immediately upon the eNtfrb'ish- 
ment of the food administration," Mr. 


Hoover *uid. ‘an examination was 
made 01 tin costs and profits of retlu- 
lug ami It was finally determined tha*. 
the spread between I he cost of raw 
nnd the sale of refined cane sugar 
should be limited to $1.30 per hundred 
pounds. The pre-war differential had 
averaged about 83 cents and Increased 
costs were found to have been Impos¬ 
ed hy the war In increased cost of re¬ 
fining, losses, cost of hags, labor, Insur¬ 
ance, Interest and ether things, rather 
more than cover the difference. After 
prolonged negotiations the refiners 
were placed under agreement estab¬ 
lishing these limits on October 1, and 
anything over this amount to he agreed 
extortionate under the law. 

"In the course of these Investiga¬ 
tions It was found by canvass of the 
Cuban producers that their sugar had, 
during the first nine months of the 
past year, sold for an average of about 
$4.24 per hundred f. o. b. Cuba, to 
which duty nnd freight added to the 
refiners’ cost amount to about $5.06 
per hundred. The average sale price 
of granulated by various refineries, ac¬ 
cording to our Investigation, was about 
$7.50 per hundred, or a differential of 
$1.84. 

“In reducing tlie differential to $1.30 
there wns 11 saving to the public of 34 
cents per hundred. Had such a dif¬ 
ferential been In use from the 1st of 
January, 1017. the public would have 
saved In the first nine months of the 
year about $24,800,000." 

Next Year. 

With a view to more efficient organ¬ 
ization of the trade In Imported sugars 
next year two committees have been 
formed by the food administration: 

1. A committee comprising repre¬ 
sentatives of all of the elements of 
American cane refining groups. The 
principal duty of this committee Is to 
divide the sugar imports pro rnta to 
their various capacities and see that 
absolute Justice Is done to every re¬ 
finer. 

2. A committee comprising three rep¬ 
resentatives of the English, French 
and Italian governments; two repre¬ 
sentatives of the American refiners, 
with a member of the food administra¬ 
tion. Only two of the committee have 
arrived from Europe, but they repre¬ 
sent the allied governments. The du¬ 
ties of this committee are to determine 
the most economical sources from a 
transport point of view of all the al¬ 
lies to arrange transport at uniform 
rates, to distribute the foreign sugar 
between the United States and allies, 
subject to the approval of the Ameri¬ 
can. English, French nnd Italian gov¬ 
ernments. 

This committee, while holding strong 
views as to the price to be paid for 
Cuban sugar, lias not had the final 
voice. This voice has rested In the 
governments concerned, together with 
the Cuban government, and 1 wish to 
state emphatically that all of the gen¬ 
tlemen concerned as good commercial 
men have endeavored with the utmost 
patience nnd skill to secure a lower 
price, and their persistence has re¬ 
duced Cuban demands by 15 cenis per 
hundred The price agreed upon Is 
about $ 1.00 per hundred pounds, f. o. b. 
Cuba, or equal to about $0 duty paid 
New York. 

“This price should eventuate,” 
Mr. Hoover said, “to about $7.30 
per hundred for refined sugar from 
the refiners at seaboard points or 
should place sugar in the hands of 
the consumer at from 8'/2 to 9 
cents per pound, depending upon 
locality and conditions of trade, or 
at from 1 to 2 cents below the 
prices of August last and from one- 
half to a cent per pound cheaper 
than today. 

"There Is now an elimination of 
speculation, extortionate profits, and 
in the refining alone the American 
people will save over $25,000,000 of 
the refining charges last year. A part 
of these savings goes to the Cuban, 
Hawaiian. I’orto ltican and l.ousiunlau 
producer and part to the consumer. 

"Appeals to prejudice against the 
food administration have been made 
because the Cuban price is 34 cents 
above that of 1017. It Is said In effect 
that the Cubans are at our mercy; 
that we could get sugar u cent lower. 
We made exhaustive study of the cost 
of producing sugar in Cuba last year 
through our own agents in Cuba, and 
we find It averages $3.39, while many 
producers are at a higher level. We 
found that an average profit of at 
least n cent per pound was necessary 
In order to maintain and stimulate 
production or that u minimum price of 
$ 4.37 was necessary, nnd even this 
would stllle some producers. 

“The price ultimately agreed was 23 
cents above these figures, or about one- 
fifth of a cent per pound to the Ameri¬ 
can consumer, and more than this 
amount has been saved hy our reduc¬ 
tion in refiners' profits. If we wish to 
stifle production In Cuhu we could 
tnke that course Just at the time of all 
times In our history when we want 
production for ourselves and the al¬ 
lies. Further tliun that, the state de¬ 
partment will assure you that such a 
course would produce disturbances In 
Cuba nnd destroy even our present 
supplies, but beyond all these material 
reasons Is one of human Justice. This 
great country hus no right hy the 
might of Its position to strangle Cuba. 

"Therefore there Is no Imposition 
upon the American public. Charges 
have been made before this commit¬ 
tee that Mr. Rolph endeavored to ben¬ 
efit tin 1 (California refinery of which he 
wns manager by tills 34 rent Increase 
In Cuban price. Mr. Rolph did not fix 
the price. It does raise the price to 
the "“Hawaiian farmer about that 
amount. It does not raise the profit of 
the California refinery, because their 
charge for refining Is. like all other re¬ 
finers, limited to $1.30 per hundred 
pounds, i>l 11 st the freight"differential on 
the established custom of the trade. 

"Mr. Rolph has not one penny of la- 
terest in that refinery.”

NO NEED FOR ATTORNEYS TO COLLECT INSURANCE 

The Secretary of the Treasury has announced that neither 

the soldiers, sailors nor their dependents or any beneficiaries 
under the soldier and sailor insurance law need employ at¬ 
torneys or claim agents to collect insurance; that the em¬ 
ployment of such intermediaries is unnecessary and inad¬ 
visable and a needjess expense. 

The procedure for the presentation and collection of in¬ 
surance claims is very simple and the proper blanks can be 
secured from the Bureau of War Risk Insurance in Wash¬ 
ington. The name of the person in the service who was 
killed or injured and the relationship which he bore to the 
per: on making claim should be given. Jf further informa¬ 
tion or assistance is required by the claimant the Bureau 
of War Risk Insurance will gladly furnish it. 

Circulars have been sent out by qjaim agents and attor¬ 
neys offering to assist persons entitled to the benefits of 
this insurance in collecting their claims. The “pension 
sharks,” who once thrived and fattened under our pension 
laws, are still a rank memory in this country. 

It was hoped that when they were legislated out of ex- 
istence we would never see their like again. But their suc¬ 
cessors seem to survive, and the action of Secretary McAdoo 
in giving prompt warning against these wouldbe profiteers 
under the insurance law will be commended by all.

FOR YANKEE BARRACKS

other month, so don’t send any 
more woolens. Things like vas¬ 
eline, adhesive tape, leather shoe 
strings, leather gloves, tooth 
paste and brushes, shaving pow¬ 
der and brushes, fountain pens, 
ink tablets (to disolve in water) 
writing paper and envelopes, 
Bull Durham and cigarette pa¬ 
lters are almost impossible to get 
in this part of France and make 
very acceptable gifts for sol¬ 
diers. 

It’s l>een nearly a month and 
a half since I’ve had any letters. 
We’ve been on the move contin¬ 
ually since the first of January. 

I’ve been up at the front late¬ 
ly. It was on a bright moon¬ 
light night—was with ammuni¬ 
tion train—passed through sev¬ 
eral ruined towns, one of which 
was being shelled, and went 
through a gas attack. Sure was 
interesting. 

We are living now in an aban¬ 
doned monostery—the monks 
were driven out during the 
French Revolution, and the 
place dates hack into the twelfth 
century. One of the men found 
a skeletoiy that looked about as 
old as the building. The men 
also found a cask of old wine 
and got about two-thirds of it 
before we caught them. We eat 
in the finest old dining room you 
ever saw and our fat “padre” 
chaplain at the table is about the 
only religious thing connected 
with our meals. He found, to 
his great delight, an old book 
with a history of the place here 
and now he has been telling us 
all about it. 

The “padre" knows the his¬ 
tory of every little town we 
have been through (and I guess 


I there have been a thousand). 
I Y'ou never saw such a country 
I for little dirty villages and won¬ 
derful churches. Some of the 
j smallest towns have beautiful 
! cathedrals as large as some of 
j the fashionable ones on Fifth 
j Avenue. 

Speaking of sanitation—one 
of the surgeons ordered creolin 
sprinkled on some of the manure 
heaps in a village near here, 
j The next morning the town 
| mayor protested, saying that 
the epople could no longer drink 
' the water in the wells! They 
1 have a curious and primitive 
way of announcing the news. 
There is a town crier—an old 
decrepid man, usually, who can 
do nothing else. He comes out 
beating a drum and when the 
people have come to their door¬ 
steps he reads to them in a 
drawling monotone that there 
will he no bread sold on Wed¬ 
nesday, perhaps, or that there 
will be no more wood cut in a 
certain forest. 

Well, it’s a lot different here 
than I thought it would be. It’s 
been mostly ice, snow and cold, 
mud and hard work with long 
hours on horseback, but good 
French beds in the billets and 
warm fires make up the better 
sides. The officers are a jolly 
lot and we have had singing in 
the evenings when we were to¬ 
gether. The men are a hary lot 
for the most part—some are 
very young. They can stand 
and have stood a lot of hard¬ 
ship in the snow this winter. 
They will fight well when the 
time comes, I think.
